GENERAL GRANT. 
Probability that He Will Soon 
Die. | 


HIS CONDITION UP TILL 4 A. u. 


Gees of His Choking to Death — He 


New Tonk, March 20.—General Grant 
was astir e&rly this morning. He break- 
fasted, and at 11 o’clock the following 


bulletin was procured from Dr. Douglas: 


The General was visited at 11 p. m. by 
Dra. Shrady and Douglas. The afternoon 
has been a quiet one, with periods of 
slumber alternately upon the bed and in 
his easy chair. As the time of the night 


visit arrived the General became appre- 
hensive that the symptoms of the preced- 
ing evening might be renewed. He re- 
quested that Dr. Douglas be sent for. 


His apprehension was. allayed by 
the employment of the same 
means as the night before with 


success, but the General preferred to re- 
main in his chair so as to avoid the possi- 
bility of their recurrence from a recum- 
bent ition. His throat was attended 
toagain at 2 a. m. The General had 
altogether a comparatively comfortable 


who is interested in the firm which is 
publishing General Grant’s book, called 
at Grant’s house in a coupe. He alighted 
from the carriage, and was met at the 
foot of the steps by a servant, who told 
him of the General’s condition. Twain 
did not enter the house. The rumor on 
the street now is that Dr. Douglas states 
the General could not live twenty-four 
hours. 
NOT so STRONG. 

At 4:30 p. m. Dr. Douglass returned to 
General Grant’s home, and after being 
with the General about fifteen minutes 
issued the following bulletin: ‘‘General 
Grant is free from pain and takes his 
liquid food at regular intervals and as 
well as usual. He is not as strong and is 
showing more feebleness in body. 

Between 8 and 9 o’clock the following 
message was sent from the house of Gen- 
eral Grant to Schuyler Crosby, 1730 H 
street, Washington: ‘‘My father is suffer- 
ing less than he was yesterday, 
but is still very weak.” (Signed) 
Mrs. Sartoris. Crosby is ex-governor of 
Montana. At 8 p.m. Rev. Howard Hen- 
derson, delegate from the Newark, N. J., 
conference, called at the house with the 
resolutions of sympathy and hope passed 
by the conference. He was told the Gen- 
eral was very weak. At 9 p. m., Mr. Pur- 
rington, counsel for U. 8. Grant Jr., was 
admitted to the house. He carried a vol- 
ume and black satchel. On leaving he 
told an inquirer he could speak of noth- 
ing he knew of within. 

CURIOUS PEOPLE. 

New Tonk, March 30—Prompted by 
curiosity many people strolled through 
Sixty-sixth street during the afternoon, 
stopping in frontof General Grant’s house 
to gaze at the building. The shades of 
the front parlor windows were lowered all 
day. The inner blings of the General’s 
sleeping room, which shut with slats, 
were open about three o’clock. The Gen- 
eral’s wife stood for some minutes at the 
window on the third floor and after look- 
ing for some time at the watchers below 
drew down the shade and closed the shut- 
ters. The curtains in the General’s li- 
brary or study were rolled up all 
day, and the ladies of the house- 
hold were several times seen in 
the room. Harrison. the General's 
personal attendant, once came out to 
mail papers and letters at Sixty-sixth 
street and Madison avenue. A watcher in- 
quired as to the General’s condition. 
He is no better, I fear,“ was the reply. 
“If you break your leg and it pains you 
very much you know it’s broken, but even 
the pain is less for the time. The break 
is there all the same. The General has 
felt easier to-day, but I fear really is no 
better.“ Liveried messengers rang the 
bell at short intervals throughout the 
day. Personal messages of sympathy and 
inquiry are constantly coming from 
friends and interested persons in the city 
and out of it. A gentieman who called 
at 4 9’clock with extraordinary anxiety to 
see Colonel Fred. Grantor Colonel Ba- 
dian-was told the members of the family 
must deny themselves to all. These are 
our imperative instructions,“ said the 
‘servant at the door. At 4:15 Dr. Douglas 
returned to the house, after a brief ab- 
sence. After being within half an hour he 
re-entered his carriage to visit another 
patient. The Doctor was asked if he 
thought the end would come during the 
night. In answer he said: ‘‘I think not, 
but the General is now passing through 
a stage incident to the disease, and frankly 
I cannot tell if the end will come to night.

When ascending 
the steps Dr. Newman said that when he 
left the General at 7 o’clock last evening 
the patient was sitting up, but was very 
weak. The clergyman did not anticipate 
speedy death. General Adam Badeau, 
General Grant’s former military secre- 
tary, is an inmate of Grant’s residence. 
On reliable authority it is stated that 
General Grant has recently expressed a 
desire that General Badeau should become 
his literary executor. The family has had 
a policeman stationed before the house to 
revent further ringing of the bell.and to 
eep away all inquirers.

RIES REBELLION. 


Troops Marching to the Canadian 
Border to Suppress I:. 
Toronto, Ontario, March 30.—Never in 
the history of Toronto has been such in- 
tense excitement shown as was this morn- 
ing. Orders had been given for troops to 
parade at 100’cloek in heavy marching 
order; but long before that hour the peo- 
ple filled all the street approaches. At 
11:30 the doors of the drill shed were 
thrown open and the Grenadiers Contin- 
gent marched out, preceded by their band 
playing The Girl I Left Behind Me, 


the Queen's Own, following, headed by a 
bugle band. Immediately on their ap- 
pearance ringing cheers went up from the 
crowd along the route, and ladies wa ved 
their handkerchiefs. Along King street 
the wildest excitement prevailed, the 
cheering being continuoas. At Union 
station, about 10,000 people had assem- 
bled. The train left at 12:30 p. m. for the 
west. The two Contingents number 580 
men. The report that the Deputy Adjust- 
ant General has received orders to call out 
the remainder of the Queen’s Own, and 
Grenadiers, lacks confirmation, but it is 
generally believed such orders will come 
shortly. |

noon. . 

Hamittoy, Ontario, March 30.—Two 
companies of the Thirteenth batallion have 
been ordered,in readiness to proceed north- 
west. 

OrTrawa, March 30.—It is all bustle and 
excitement in the militia department to- 
day, preparing for the dispatch of various 
corps to the Northwest. The sharpshooters 
organized by Captain Todd, of the Gov- 
ernor General’s Foot Guards, met this 
morning at the drill hall, but owing to 
lack of means of transportation the com- 
pany will not leave until Wednesday. 
Orrawa, March 30.—In the House of 
Commons to-day Ives thought to much 
attention was being paid to the North- 
west. He said that in the United States 
a border outbreak was quite a common 
occurrence, but Congress paid little at- 
tention to such matters. Aztoon rebuked 
the utterances of Ives who, he said, felt 
more concern in the success of some 
Northwest speculations than in the safety 
of the poor settlers on the plains who 
were in danger from the Indians. 

The rebellion started by Riel has gain- 


ed greater dimensions by the rising of In- 


dians in sympathy withit. News came 
from Qus Appelle to-day that the Indians 
on the reserves on File Hills, had arisen 
in arms and killed the farm instructor 
there, numbering in all about 500. Three 
companics of rifles and portions of a field 
battery went from Que Appelle station to 
Fort Que Appelle. Advices have been re- 
ceived from there. The Free Press re- 
ceived the following from Battle 
ford: “We are in imminent danger. 
from Indians in this vicinity. Chief 
Pound Maker has gone into open rebellion 
and put instructor and agent at defiance. 
The Indians have left other reserves and 
are concentrating in large numbers about 
Battleford. It is estimated there are at 


least 500 Indians, and more coming iu a 


short time. Several of them have come 
into town threatening to burn it and 
take possession of the barracks and 
stores. All women and children have 
been hurried into the barracks, and ev- 
erything is being done to put the barracks 
in the best possible condition for defence 
to protect the helpless. All the men have 
been enrolled for service, and arms and 
ammunition issued them. We will be 
able to raise a force of fully 200 men for 
defence. Several houses in town were 
broken into last night and rifled. A few 
half-breeds who live about town have 
gone to the hills, ostensibly to be out of 
the way, butit is pretty certain they will 
join the Indians and incite them to vio- 
lence, when the worst is feared. The In- 
dians will not remain long inactive and 
may descend on the town at any moment 
and seize all stores to provide themselves 
with provisions. There will likely be a 
general pow-wow of Indians to-morrow, 
when they will make their demands. It is 
known the whites will protect their lives 
and property to the last; but owing tothe 
superior numbers of the Indians the po- 
sition is most critical. Nearly all the 
police have been withdrawn to Prince 
Albert and the supply of arms is limited 
here. We hope for the best.“ No word 
has been received at Winnipeg from 
Riel’s vicinity or from Prince Albert. 
Operations cannot be undertaken by the 
troops until a force arrives from the East. 
en battalions are rapidly enrolling 
ere. 


THE AFGHAN QUESTION. 


Hopes that the Affair May be Set- 
tied Peacefally. 

Lonpon, March 30.—In the House of 

Commons this afternoon the Marguis of 

Hartington, Secretary of War, said that 

the last advices the Government had re- 

ceived from St. Petersburg. were to the 


effect that a peaceful solution of the 
Russo-Afghan question was more promis- 
ing than at any time since the difficulty 
arose. Additional extensive orders have 
been sent to Chicago meat packing estab- 
lishments. It was impossible for English 
firms to compete with Americans. The 
reports that hundreds of tons of American 
meat had been found putrid were, he said, | 
untrue. 

Lonpon, March 30.—In the House of 
Commons Huntington’ stated that it 
would be prejudicial to the public in- 
terests to explain the negotiation with 
Russia. The latest from St. Petersburg 
strengthens the hope that a satisfactory 
solution of the difficulty has been reached. 
Concerning the military preparations, 
Hartington said England was under 
certain obligation to the Ameer of Af- 
ghanistan. The government thought it ad- 
visable to render ourselves able to fulfil 
our obligations if oceasion arose. Fitz 
Maurice, the Under Foreign Secretary, 
said he was not yet aware of the exact 
contents of the latest St. Petersburg dis- 
patches, but understood they contem- 
plated an early meeting of the boundary 
commission.

FORTY MILLION FRANCS WANTED. 

Paris, March 30.—Prior to a vote on 
the motion to appoint a committee on 
credit, Ferry read yesterday’s dispatches 
regarding the Langson affair. He added 
that the retreat of the French has been 
effected in perfect order. The troops 
found themselves confronted by Chinese 
forces whose numbers it had been impos- 
sible to foresee. The French generals 
have been obliged to re-enter the Red 
River delta and maintain the defensive. 
The measures already taken to reinforce 
the French troops in Tonquin would not 
suffice. It was nece to avenge 
the .Langson check for the honor 
of France. He therefore demanded 
a credit of 40,000,000 frances, 
and he proposed a separate vote on this 
credit from that upon the ministerial 
question. Ferry was frequently inter- 
rupted. Clemenceau approved the credit, 
but condemned the policy of the govern- 
ment and demanded its overthrow. Du- 
val and Ribot declared they would be 
ready to vote any sacrifices when the min- 
istry was overthrown. They reproached 
the cabinet for concealing the truth. The 
result of the vote on Ferry’s motion w 
received with loud applause. © ——

The Gaulois says one-fourth of the 
whole effective French force at Langson 
was left on the hattle-field. One hundred 
thousand Chinese troops are advancing 
on Chu, and threaten to destroy the 
French forces there before there is a 
chance of their being reinforced. General 
Giovenilli is entrenched at Hu Dohan. 
He is also in a critical position being sur- 
rounded and his line of retreat cut off by 
12,000 black flags. : 
A Cabinet Minister’s fall was never 
more ignominious than that of Ferry. 
He was hooted and branded as a liar and 
traitor, The President made no attempt 
to stop the use of these epithets. Fre- 
quent cries of turn him out’’ were directed 
against the Prime Minister, and the 
greatest uproar prevailed throughout the 
sitting. After the resignation of the Ferry 
ministry President Grevy 
Brisson, President of the Chamber of 
Deputies, to form a new Cabinet. Brisson 
declined. The President then asked De 
Freycinot to form a Cabinet. He asked 
twenty-four hours to reply. At 10 to- 
night rentes were quoted at 71 francs 7 
cen times. 

Paris, March 30.—The Chinese forces 
gained a victory over the French at Lang- 
son, Friday, They carried the key of the 
position and entrenchment.
